IU.I.M- 
good use of their time. 
While baseball in the n-.aior leajrues has been under 


way for nearly two weeks, the season opens ol finally 
for' Coshocton in the Eastern Ohio LenKiie today. It is a 
new venture for this city and deserves tin; patronage ot 
all lovers of the national ffame. There is no summer 
time activity which occupies the attention of the Ameri- 
can people "to the extent baseball does. 
Hei'ore it poli- 


tics, fiction and numerous other interests fade away. 
From children scarcely old enough to KO to school to 
their grandfathers the lure of ball and bat and glove is 
the same. 
But whether it is baseball or golf, the modern city 


•world is more given to out-of-door exercise than the 
world of our fathers. 
City life has its compensations. 


but it has real drawbacks. 
We have at last learned that 


gymnasiums and indoor athletic meets can never be real 
substitutes for sport in the open. 
Hence the general 


movement of urban populations in recent years to some 
form of out door exercise from the advent of spring to 
the return of winter weather. 


In this connection it is not amiss lo remind, if a 


reminder were necessary, that Coshocton is soon to open 
formally her first real recreation park. 
In the angle 


formed by the junction of the lower basin with the \Val- 
honding river a new pleasure ground has been estab- 
lished quite as pretentious as many a larger city can 
boast. 
Nature has contributed much to the beauty of 


the spot and considerable sums of money have been ex- 
pended to provide legitimate amusements for our own 
people and for such visitors as care to share its pleasure's 
with us. 
In addition to the baseball field, dancing, boating 


and picnic grounds have been added. Sites for cottagers 
have been sold and already many families from the city 
have taken advantage of the opportunity to spend .sev- 
eral months of the year in the country while still having 
at their command all the comforts and conveniences of 
their homes in the city. 


It is a good move and marks a forward step in our 


civic progress. If the management of the new park is 
shrewd enough to realize that it is the decent element 
that has the money to support institutions of this kind 
and- keeps the new pleasure ground at all times clean 
and above suspicion of rowdyism we believe it can be 
made a financial success. 
No place of this kind with a 


low moral tone ever proved a money maker for any 
length of time. Once the rowdy clement is permitted to 
dominate a place of this sort, or any other, for that mat- 
ter, it is doomed to failure at the outset. 
! 
For financial as well as moral reasons, then, it is 


sincerely to be hoped that the rigid policing of the new 
park will be the first concern of the management. If it 
is there is no reason why it cannot be run indefinitely for 
the pleasure of the public and the financial profit of 
those who have their money invested in it. 
\Vo are sure 


the paper bespeaks the sentiment of the public in wish- 
ing the promoters success in the undertaking. 


Good News From Mexico 


new? that the American and 
.Mexican j:overn- 


JL ments have agreed to hold a conference, tho only 
purpose of which must be the recstablishmcMit of diplo- 
matic relations between Mexico City and 
Washington, 


will be generally welcomed. 
Nine years apo. during the 


Huerta episode, the two-governments were estranged and 
it has not seemed practicable during this long period to 
resume normal intercourse. 


Mexico faced many serious difficulties which seem 


to be almost inextricably associated with a change I'roi.r 
autocratic 
rule to a 
more 
democratic government. 


Twelve years and more have elapsed since old Diaz, the 
dictator, passed from the scene and within that period 
Madero. Huerta, Carranza and Obregon have occupied 
the presidential palace. 
Obregon is of the Madero tra- 


dition and there seems to be general agreement that ho 
has done as well as any might have done to reestablish 
Jiis country. 
Leaders who profess to believe in popular 


government, however, are vastly circumscribed by the 
•winds of public opinion and 
these continue to blow, 


harshly at times in Mexico. 


The prolongation of the passive hostility which has 


characterized 
the Mexican-American relationship has, 


however, not been due wholly to tin- diabolical gentle-, 
men residing south of the Rio Grande. The attitude of 
many Americans toward Mexico was barbarous. 
Influ- 


ential papers described the neighboring n-piiblic as a ripe 
apple ready to fall to the lot of this country. 
Invasion 


•was advocated sometimes for defense and often enough 
merely because Mexico seemed to possess natural richvs 
Vvhich awakened the covetousness of Americans.

If the stand of clover is very
